P., tha temperature of incubation. In 
this experiment IS out of 16 eggs hatch- 
ed vigorous chickens. Tbe incubator had 
previously been used with unsatisfac- 
tory result*, 


From a second experiment it was in- 


ferred that the gradual beating of tbe 
egg« was u essential aa tbe process of 
cooling. Twenty-five eggs which had 
been laid on very warm days were placed 
in the incubator and exposed to air as in 
tbe preceding case. The temperature 
was such that the eggs were warmed op 
to 104 degrees in two or three hours. 
This temperature was maintained until 
the brood hatched. The chickens pierced 
the shell, bnt they were so weak that 
they died before leaving tbe epg. 


It was found that the eggs upon which 


a fowl is sitting are not all of the same 
temperature, those upon the outside be- 
ing cooler than thoso which lie inside.

onetime. As new shoots appear cut 
these back one-third when they have 
reached a length of eight or ten inches. 
In cutting back the plant at the first the 
parts removed can be divided into 
lengths of f oar inches and a half dozen 
or more of these be inserted into the soil 
of the pot as slips, there to remain twr- 
manently This is called "doubling up," 
a practice mucb in use by professional 
plant growers and one worthy adopting 
by amateurs in growing German ivy, 
the creeping tradescantias and other 
free growing sorts. 


I am not arguing against tho use of a 


trellis for trailing plants like the Ger- 
man ivy. When onedesiresto grow this 
plant on a trellis, it should ba gotten in 
the shape of Fig. b before the trellis is 
brought into use. Then the plant will 
soon afford the necessary growth to cre- 
ate the finest possible effect. 
The same 


is tree of its use in the summer va«e cr 
window box. Here I would not continue 
to cnt it luck, but starting off with a 
stocky plant, like Fig. b, I would then 
let it grow about aa it chose during the 
summer. It is a mistake to suppose that 
this old favorite should be always sup- 
ported by a trellis. As a rule I think it 
gives better satisfaction treated as a 
trailer. 


Groeuhonso Irrigation, 


Dnriag the pa=t four years various 


methods of appiyicg the water below 
the surface hjve been tried and for 
many crops have shown decided ad- 
vantages ovpr surface watering. Tbo 
first attempt at greenhouse snbimgation 
was made under the direction of Pro- 
fessor W. J. Green at the Ohio experi- 
ment station, in 1S90-1, with the hope 
of preventing lettuce rot. The result 
upon the growth of tha plants was so 
marked that it was repeated upon a 
larger scale nnd with a variety of plants. 
Similar experimeuls have been tried, 
and the results pnblished by the West 
Virginia and the Michigan experiment 
stations. 


Whilp applicable to pot plants, it is 


generally nspd for (hose planted out in 
bftds. These way bo raised beuchpg made 
of wood, or of irou supports with tile or 
slate bottoms, or they may be what are 
termed solid l°ds, resting directly upon 
the soil. In either case they should be 
practically water tight 


Future of Grape Growing. 


In a paper read before the Western 


New York Horticultural society a mem- 
ber stated that the on!took for the 
grape grower was not flattering. The 
statements make the entire cost of grow- 
ing and marketing one acre of grapes 
as |3£. 
While the 500 baskets sold 


from an acre, at 11% cents per bas- 
ket (the price realized for last crop), 
being only 138, the $23 above cost large- 
ly goiug for taxs^, interest, ferfcilissrs, 
wear and tear, etc. "The only thing 
whero the cost can be cheapened by 
gkillful management is in the first quar- 
ter of the outlay, during the time of 
growth. The cost of harvesting is the 
same in any case, and if larger prices 
cannot be obtained hereafter sk'Uwjll 
not paid as it should in this industry 
nn.j can be employed to belter advantage 
in other directions than m Chautauqua 
vineyards."

DUCKS ARE AHEAD, 


fur More Profitable Than Chicken* Far 


Market TatpoK*. 


Duck raising, says a correspondent of 


The Enral New Yorker, ia something 
that 99 out of every JOO farmers know 
little about Many of them have a few 
common puddle ducks that eke out a 
scant living on what they can pick up 
out of the feed thrown to the chickens, 
which, while it may be abundant, is of 
such a kind and in such a condition that 
the poor ducks almost starve amid plen- 
ty. In six months they are sent to mar- 
ket 
If not big enough or fat enough, 


they are surely old enough. If the right 
breed of ducks was raised and fed on the 
proper food, the profits over broilers aud 
chicks won Id compare like this: Last 
(rammer I sold young Pekin ducks iu 
this market at IS cents -per pound, live 
•weight They were 9 weeks old and 
weighed about nino pounds to the pair, 
bringing 67}£ cents each. 


The feed bills show a cost of about 3 


cents per pound of duck to bring them 
up to this condition. I also sold broilers 
weighing 19 pounds per dozen at 13 
cents per pound,, the chicks being just 
the age of the ducks—9 weeks. One 
duck weighed as mnch as three chicks 
and sold for 3 cents more perponnd. Of 
course the chicks consume less food, but 
the mortality ia greater and the labor 
ia keeping ahead of line, vermin and 
disease among them is much greater. If 
there is any other fowl or animal raised 
on the farm that will take 011 the same 
amount of flesh on the same quantity of 
food ia the same time, I have failed to 
find it 


The Poultry Honse In Whiter. 


In the winter your poultry is com- 
lied to bf under shelter much of- the 


time, and you should see to it that the 
poultry house is put in proper condition, 
says Farm News, f ut on the whitewash 
wherever it will stick — walls, roof, 
nests arid all 
See that the porches are 


in good condition, free from sharp edges, 
nails or anything that might injure 
the fowl. Have your perches all on the 
same level to avoid crowding at the top. 
Don't have them too high. 
One and a 


half or two feet ia sufficient Where 
perches are too high fowls, especially 
the larger varieties, are apt to injure 
themselves 111 flying up or down. See 
that the nest boxes are all right, easy of 
access and clean, with good fresh straw 
in them occasionally. It is a good idea 
to place nest boxes in the darkest part 
of tho house, as it is a hen's nature to 
hide her vest, and the more seclusion 
yon can give her at the laying hour the 
better ehe likes it 
Another important 


feature that must not be overlooked is 
the dust box. This is a hen's bath and 
is the only means she has to rid herself 
of vermin, etc., and is absolutely essen- 
tial to the health of the fowls, that they 
can have access to some sheltered spot 
where they can scratch iu the dry earth.

In one 
i experiment the eggs were coojeti by ex- 
posing them to the air 1 ^ hours daily 


) during tbe whole period of incubation. 
, This treatment retarded the period of 
incubation for three days. The eggs be- 
came quite cold, and it required about 
19 hours to bring them up to 104 degrees 
F., tbe temperatnre of incubation. In 
this experiment IS out of 16 eggs hatch- 
ed vigorous chickens. Tbe incubator had 
previously been used with unsatisfac- 
tory results. 


From a sucond experiment it was in- 


ferred that the gradual heating of the 
egg* was as essential as tbe process of 
cooling. Twenty-five eggs which had 
been laid on very warm days were placed 
in the iucnbator and exposed to air ax in 
(he preceding case. Tbe temperature 
Was such that the eggs were warmed up 
to 104 degrees in two or three honrs. 
Thia temperatnre was maintained until 
the brood hatched. The chickens pierced 
the shell, bnt they were so weak that 
they died before leaving tbe egg.

one time. As new shoots appear cut 
these back one-third when they have 
reached a length of eight or ten inches. 
In cutting back the plant at the first the 
parts removed can be divided into 
lengths of four inches and a half dozen 
or more of these be inserted into tbe .soil 
of the pot as slips, there to'remain-per- 
manently. This is called' 'doubling up," 
a practice much in use by professional 
plant growers and one worthy adopting 
by amateurs in growing German ivy, 
the creeping tradescantiaa and other 
free growing sorts. 


I am not arguing against the use of a 


trellis for trailing- plants .like the Ger- 
man jiyy. When one desires to grqw:tbJs.. 
plant on a trellis, it should be gotten in 
tbe shape of Fig. b before tbe trellis is 
brought into use. Then tbe plant will 
soon afford tbe necessary growth to cre- 
ate the finest possible effect 
The same 


is tree of its use ia tbe summer rase or 
window box. Here I would not continue 
to cnt it back, but starting off with a 
stocky plant, like Fig. b, I would then 
let it grow about as it chose during the 
summer It is a mistake to suppose that 
this old favorite should be always sup- 
ported by a trellis. As a rule I think it 
gives better satisfaction treated »3 a 
trailer. 


Gr«»enbouse Irrigation. 


Curing the past four years various 


methods of appiyieg the water below 
the surface have been tried and for 
many crops have shown decided ad- 
vantages over surface watering. The 
first attempt, at greenhouse subirrigation 
was made under the direction of Pro- 
fessor -W. J. Green at tbe Ohio experi- 
ment station, in 1890-1, with the hope 
of preventing lettuce rot. The result 
upon the growth of the plants was BO 
marked tbat it was repeated upon a 
larger scale and with a variety of plants. 
Similar experiments bave been tried, 
and the results published by the West 
Virginia and the Michigan experiment 
stations. 


While applicable to pot plants, it is 


generally used for those planted out in 
beda These may bo raised benches made 
of wood, or of irou supports with tile or 
slate bottoms, or they may be what are 
termed solid .bsds.. resting directly upon 
the soil. In either case they should' be 
practically water' tight. 


Future of Grape Growing. 


In a paper read before the Western 


New York Horticultural society a mem- 
ber stated that the pultook for the 
grape: grower was not flattering. The 
statements make the entire cost of grow- 
ing and marketing one acre of grapes 
as |36. While the 500 baskets sold 
from an acre, at 11% cents per bas- 
ket (the price realized for last crop), 
being only $58, the $33 above cost large- 
ly going for taxes, interest, fertilizers, 
wear and tear, etc. "The only thing 
where .the cost can be cheapened by 
skillful management is in the first quar- 
ter of _ the .outlay, during the time of 
growth. The cost of harvesting is the 
same in any case, and if larger prices 
cannot be obtained hereafter skill will 
not paid as it Hiiuulu iu this industry 
and cau be employed to hotter advantage 
in other directions than iu Chautauquit 
vineyards." 


A Word About Foplmr*. 


Poplars are not fashionable trees, but 


they supply a place whoro often more 
beautiful trees do not succeed. Many 
years »fjO tLo Abele silver poplars wore 
extensively planted, bnt they sticker 
badly and soon become a nuisance. For 
this reason, in part, there is n prejudice 
aguiunt Tii6 Vv!io!<; luiiiijT.

DUCKS ARE AHEAD. 


tmr Hon Profitable Tbrnn Chicken* For 


Mwket Farpowi, 


Duck raising, says a correspondent of 


The fiural New Yorker, ia something 
that 09 out of every 100 farmers know 
little about Many of them hare a few 
common pnddle ducks that eko out a 
scant living on what they can pick up 
out of tbe feed thrown to the chickens, 
which, while it may be abundant, is of 
such N kind and in such a condition tbat 
the poor ducks almost starve amid plen- 
ty. In six months they are sent to mar- 
ket 
If not big enough or fat enough, 


they are surely old enough. If the right 
breed of ducks was raised and fed on tbe 
proper food, the profitscver broilers and 
chicka would compare like this: Last 
summer I sold yonng Pekin ducks in 
this market at 15 cents -per pound, live 
weight 'They were 9 weefca old and 
Weighed'about nine pounds to the pair, 
bringing 67>£ cents each. 


The feed bills show a cost of about S 


cents per pound of duck to bring them 
up to this condition. I also sold broilers 
weighing 19 ponrida per dozen at 13 
cents per pound,, the chicks being jns<r 
tbe age of the ducks—9 weeks. One 
duck weighed as much as three chicks 
and sold for 2 cents more per pound. Of 
course the chicks consume less food, bnt 
tho mortality is greater and the labor 
in keeping ahead of lice, vermin and 
disease among them is much greater. If 
there is any other fowl or animal raised 
on the farm that will take on, the same 
amount of flesh on the same quantity of 
food in the eame time, I have failed to 
find it. 


The Poultry House In Winter. 


In tbe winter yonr poultry ia com- 


pelled to bo under shelter much of- tbe 
time, and you should see to it that tbe 
ponltry-honse is put in proper condition, 
says Farm News. Put on tbe whitewash 
wherever it will stick —- walls, roof, 
nests and all. Seo that the perches are 
in good condition, free from sharp edges, 
nails or anything that might injure 
the fowl. Have your perches all on the 
same level to avoid crowding at tbe top. 
Don't have them too high. One and a 
half or two feet is sufficient Where 
pprches are too high fowls, especially 
the larger varieties, are apt to injure 
themselves in flying np or down. See 
that the nest boxes are all right, easy of 
access and clean, with good fresh straw 
in them occasionally. It is a good idea 
to place nest boxes iu (be darkest part 
.of tho house, as it is a ben's nature to 
hide her nest, and the more seclusion 
yon can give her at tbe laying hour tbe 
better she likes it 
Another important 


feature that must not be overlooked is 
the dnsibox. This is a hen's bath and 
is the only means she has to rid herself 
of vermin, etc., and is absolutely essen- 
tial to the health of tbe fowls, that they 
can have access to some sheltered spot 
where they can scratch in the dry earth. 


Yet We Bear Talk of Overproduction. 
France, with an area of 204,147 square 


miles, of .which only 98,460 are capable 
of cultivation—France, with a popula- 
tion; of about 50,000,000, realizes more 
than $350,000,000 annually from her 
poultry. Franco furnishes England an- 
nually over 900,000,000 eggs, and tbe 
French people annually consume 3,000,- 
000,000 eggs. The cash valno of her ex- 
ported eggs is $18,000,000; of those cou- 
inmed at home, $35,000,000, and, add- 
ing to this $75,000,000 for poultry con- 
eumed and exported and $45,000,000 for 
stock carried over each year, we find tha 
poultry interest of France represents an 
industry of $168,000,000. 


Black Walnut* For Fowl*. 


When winter comes in earnest and 


the ground is covered with snow, take 
k hammer and mash up a bucketful of 
blaok walnuts, throw them iu thn poul- 
try yard and yon will see the fowls leave 
any other food to get at the walnuts. 


A bushel of these walnuts—in the 


hull—is worth as much as, or more 
than, a bushel of oats for poultry food, 
yrst tho farmer will allow 25 bushels of 
them to w«wh away down the hollows 
and at harvest will "skin arcmud" 
among the briers and bushes to get the 
last head of bis oats crop.

Tha funeral services of Conductor 


Albert P. Council, of the Southern 
railroad, who met death in the bor- 
rlbie accident at tbe CaUaU bridge, 
near Birmingham, Ata, last Sunday 
morning, were held at St. Eose 
church this morning at 8:30 o'clock, 
tbere being a large congregation 
present to attend the solemn seivice 
of the dead 
Bev. A. E. Manning 


celebrated reauiem high mass and 
preached a beautiful and touching 
funeral oration from the following 
text. 


"And we will not have you ignor- 


ant, brethren, concerning them that 
are asleep, that you be not sorrowful, 
even as others who have BO hope. 
For if we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them who have 
slept through Jesus will God bring 
with him. For this we say unto you 
in the word of tbe Lord, that we who 
are alive, who remain unto tbe com- 
ing of tbe Lord, shall not prevent 
them who have slept. For the Lord 
himself shall come down from heaven 
with commandment, and with the 
voice of an arch-angel, and with the 
trumpet ol God, aud the dead who 
are in 
Christ 
shall 
rise 
first. 


Then we who are alive, who are left, 
shall be ciugbt up together with 
them in the clouds to meet Christ, 
into the air, and so shall we be always 
with the Lord. Wherefore, comfort 
you one another with these words." 


Father Manning's remarks were both 


beautiful and encouraging to tbe be- 
reaved relatives 
He said, in part, 


that death had only one consolation 
and that is the resurrection of those 
who die in Christ, to be happily unit- 
ed with him forever in heaven. He 
also spoke of the sudden death our 
friend and brother had met, but he 
had not been found wanting—that 
on 
Christmas, 
only 
two 
days 


before his death, be bad attended the 
Holy Sacrifice of the Mass, and 
had received his Lord in the sacra- 
ment of Holy Communion, and al- 
though his death was sudden and ter- 
rible he was not unprepared to meet 
his merciful Judge 
Father Manning's sermon was beau- 


tiful and was listened to with rapt 
attention throughout. St. Cecilia's 
choir, during the sacrifice of tbe 
Mass, sang beautifully, "Nearer, My 
God, to Thee," and other favorite 
hymns of the deceased. After the 
services were concluded at the church 
the large funeral cortege wended its 
way to the beautiful Gethsemani, 
where tbe body was laid to rest.
